Herewith I beg leave to transmit the Returns of this Court to the Orders of 
the House of Commons of the 9tli and 10 th June 1873, upon the motions of 
Mr. Pim. We have endeavoured, as far as possible, to comply with the strict 
terms of the Orders, but for the reasons stated at No. 13 we could not supply all 
the details required by the Sub-numbers 1, 2, 3, until a late period or the 

Session. . 

With reference to the general state of business of the Court, as disclosed by 
these Returns, I have to state, for the information of Lord Hartington, that the 
statistics of the Court since its constitution show that at least one-tliird of the 
petitions for sale filed in each year are never proceeded with beyond obtaining 
an order thereon. In most of these cases the debt upon which the proceeding' is 
taken is paid or settled, and the petition is abandoned, though not dismissed by 
order. 

As to the mode in which the business in Court is prosecuted by the suitors it 
is usually very slow; a solicitor is considered to have disposed of a case with 
expedition if, presenting his petition in November, he winds up the case by the 
following August ; but these are exceptional cases. In petitions by incum- 
brancers there is often much delay out of Court, by reason of the difficulty of 
getting the deeds and other evidences of title necessary for their abstracts ; atid 
besides, cases are often held back at the request of the parties interested. 

In the year ending 31st October 1872, there were 191 final schedules of 
incumbrances filed in respect of sales had ; of these 3 were cases in which the 
petitions were filed in 1872; 31 in 1871; 59 in 1870 ; 28 in 1869; 32 in 1868; 
and the remaining 38 in respect of petitions filed in earlier years. 

In the Court the proceedings are not and never have heeu retarded in their 
progress ; from the filing of the petition to the allocation of the funds. The 
various proceedings in each matter are disposed of as they are brought inLo the 
offices ; and up to the present date there are no arrears in the Court or offices.

(a) There appear to be 1,782 cases now depending in the books of the Court, but as the fore- 
going Returns have been compiled principally from the published statistics of the Court, the 
analysis of these cases required by Nos. 1, 2, and 3, cannot be given without an investigation into 
the actual position of some 6,000 cases brought into Court since 1858. This investigation is now 
being made, but will occupy a considerable time, and therefore it has been deemed advisable to 
make the Return in its present form, adding thereto a Return of the present position of every case 
brought into Court in the years ending 31st October 1871, and 31st October 1872, respectively. 

It is estimated that the result of the investigation above referred to, will show that of the above 
1,782 cases, about 1,200 are cases which will never be proceeded with, or which have been 
substantially wound up; and the remainder represent the active business of the Court in all its 
stages.
